Bush: U.S. 
Policy Was 
Misguided 

President calls for spread of 
democracy in Middle East 

WASHINGTON I Repudiating decades of 
U.S. policy. President Bush said Thursday 
the United States and its allies have been 
wrong in “excusing and accommodating” a 
lack of freedom in the Middle East. He prod- 
ded Saudi Arabia and Egypt to lead Arab 
nations toward democracy. 

Mindful of widespread anger and mistrust 
in the Muslim world toward the United States, 
Bush also said that as democratic governments 
emerge, they should reflect their own cultures 
and “will not and should not look like us.” 

Bush’s speech appeared aimed at com- 
plaints in the Arab world that the United 
States has long tolerated corrupt, undemo- 
cratic regimes in return for stability and a 
reliable supply of oil. 

“Sixty years of Western nations excusing 
and accommodating the lack of freedom in 
the Middle East did nothing to make us safe 
— and in the long run, stability cannot be 
purchased at the expense of liberty,” the pres- 
ident said in a groundbreaking conclusion. 

In another step crucial to his Middle East 
policy. Bush later signed into law an $ 87.5 bil- 
lion package for military and reconstruction 
efforts in Iraq and Afghanistan, (ap)

Possible Anthrax Finding at 
Government Mail Center

85,000 Troops to 
Rotate Into Iraq 


Plan calls for largest 
military switchout 
since World War II 

WASHINGTON | The Pentagon 
announced plans Thursday to send 
85,000 Army and Marine com- 
bat forces to Iraq early next year 
to relieve troops completing one- 
year tours — a rotation that when 
combined with another switchout 
of troops in Afghanistan will be the 
Army’s largest sequence of troop 
movements since World War II. 

In addition, 43,000 National 
Guard and Reserve support troops 
have been alerted that they may be 
sent as well. 

The moves are part of a rota- 
tion plan that assumes Iraqis 
will be capable of contribut- 
ing enough to the battle against 
the anti- occupation insurgency 
that the number of American 


troops in Iraq can be reduced 
from 131,600 today to 105,000 
by May, senior officials said. 

In an added twist, the Army 
announced that soldiers in every 
unit designated for deployment to 
Iraq next year — whether active- 
duty or reserve — will be prohibited 
from leaving the service during a 
period beginning 90 days before 
they go to 90 days after they return. 

The net result: 20 percent 
fewer U.S. troops will be in Iraq 
by May. Defense Secretary Donald 
H. Rumsfeld told a news conference 
he is assuming the two multina- 
tional divisions in Iraq now — led 
by Britain and Poland and totaling 
about 24,000 troops — will remain 
through next year. 

The Pentagon had been count- 
ing on a third multinational divi- 
sion, possibly led by Turkey, 
but that has not materialized.

Rulings specific to 
plaintiffs, but may 
have nationwide reach 

SAN FRANCISCO | The legal attack 
against a new ban on certain late- 
term abortions rapidly escalated 
as federal judges in New York and 
California blocked the law, deliver- 
ing a serious setback to President 
George W. Bush only a day after he 
signed the measure into law. 

The ruling Thursday by the San 
Francisco judge affects doctors who 
work at 900 Planned Parenthood 


clinics nationwide. The decision 
combined with a similar one hours 
earlier in New York will cover a 
majority of the abortion providers 
in the United States. 

On Wednesday, a federal judge in 
Nebraska made a similar ruling that 
covered four doctors, who together 
are licensed in 13 states across the 
Midwest and East, and their staffs. 
That ruling came less than an hour 
after Bush signed the law. 

While the ruling applies only to 
the plaintiffs, it is expected to have 
broad application: The federation 
— a professional association of abor- 


tion providers in the United States 
and Canada — says that its mem- 
bers perform half of all abortions 
nationwide. 

The new law prohibits a proce- 
dure generally performed in the 
second or third trimester in which 
a fetus is partially delivered before 
being killed, usually by puncturing 
its skull. Anti-abortion activists 
call the procedure “partial-birth 
abortion.” 

Abortion-rights advocates expect 
a showdown over the law with the 
Bush administration at the U.S.

Judge Allows U.S. 
To Shut Down 
Drug Import Chain 

TULSA, OKLA. | A federal judge 
granted the government’s request 
Thursday to shut down a company, 
operating as Rx Depot and Rx of 
Canada, that helps customers buy 
cheaper prescription drugs from 
Canada. 

The decision by U.S. District 
Judge Claire Eagan is a blow to 
customers who use the company 
to purchase less expensive medi- 
cines. It also could affect cities and 
states nationwide that are consid- 
ering allowing employees to import 
drugs in order to cut rising prescrip- 
tion costs. 

An estimated 1 million to 2 mil- 
lion Americans already buy Canadian 
drugs through similar storefronts, the 
Internet or by crossing the border, (ap) 


U.S. Mint Unveils New Nickel Designs 


WASHINGTON | After 65 years, the 
nickel is getting a change. 

In fact, the U.S. Mint announced 
Thursday that the back of the 5 - cent 
piece will feature two new looks in 
2004, one to come out in the spring, 
the other in the fall. 

The new nickels will commem- 
orate the bicentennial of the 1803 
Louisiana Purchase and the 1804- 


1806 Lewis and Clark expe 
dition. 

The current design 
was introduced in 1938, 
and features the image 
of Thomas Jefferson on 
the front and his home, 
Monticello, on the back. 

Jefferson’s face will remain on 
the front of the new nickels, along 



with the inscriptions “In God We 
Trust,” and the word “Liberty.” 
Jefferson, President 
of the United States in 
1803, was responsi- 
ble for the Louisiana 
Purchase, which at 
the time doubled the 
size of the United States. 
He also was the force behind 
the Lewis and Clark expedition to 
the Pacific coast and back, (ap)

N.Y. Ferry Captain 
Refuses Questions 


Federal investigators 
continue probe into 
deadly Oct. 15 crash 

N E w YO R K I The captain of a Staten 
Island ferry that slammed into a pier, 
killing 10 people, repeatedly invoked 
his right against self-incrimination 
Thursday under questioning by fed- 
eral investigators. 

Capt. Michael Gansas, appear- 
ing before investigators for the first 
time, refused to answer any ques- 
tions about the Oct. 15 crash, said 
National Transportation Safety 
Board Chairwoman Ellen Engelman. 
The NTSB has interviewed more 
than 50 witnesses, including every 
crew member except Gansas and 
pilot Richard Smith, who has been 
hospitalized since attempting sui- 
cide after the crash. 


Gansas, 38, invoked the Fifth 
Amendment over and over dur- 
ing the court-ordered meeting 
with NTSB investigators. He left 
the Coast Guard station on Staten 
Island about two hours later with- 
out speaking to reporters. 

City Transportation Commis- 
sioner Iris Weinshall was furious. 
“It’s outrageous that Captain Gansas 
refused to share information about 
what happened on that day,” she said 
in a statement. 

Officials have said Smith was at 
the controls when the boat slammed 
into a concrete maintenance pier 
Oct. 15. But as captain, Gansas 
was required by city policy to be 
in the wheelhouse during docking. 
And a crewman told city investiga- 
tors Gansas did not reach the wheel- 
house until after the crash, Weinshall 
said Tuesday, tom hays (ap)

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Poland Suffers 
Casualty in Iraq 


Officer is first Pole 
killed by hostile fire in 
more than 50 years 

BAGHDAD, IRAQ I Poland suffered 
its first combat death since the 
aftermath of World War II when a 
Polish major was fatally wounded 
Thursday in an ambush south of 
Baghdad. 

The Polish officer was wounded 
when insurgents attacked a convoy 
of 16 Polish soldiers returning from a 
promotion ceremony for Iraqi civil- 
ian defense trainees near Baghdad. 
Maj. Hieronim Kupczyk, 44, died 
at a military hospital in Karbala, 
the Polish Defense Ministry said. 
None of the other Polish soldiers 
was killed or wounded. 


The Polish major was the first 
Polish soldier killed by hostile fire 
in more than a half century of post- 
World War II peacekeeping mis- 
sions, including the Golan Heights, 
Lebanon, Haiti and the Balkans. 
Poland has 2,400 soldiers in Iraq 
and is in charge of a large swath 
of south- central Iraq where about 
9,500 soldiers of several nations 
help maintain security. 

The United States, Britain and 
now Poland are the only coalition 
members to have suffered combat 
deaths in Iraq. 

Elsewhere, two American sol- 
diers died in attacks near the capi- 
tal and along the Syrian border. The

N. Korea says it will

SEOUL, SOUTH KOREA | North Korea 
will seize equipment and technical 
data from two nuclear power plants 
being built there, its government 
said Thursday, days after a U.S.-led 
group stopped the project in retali- 
ation for the communist country’s 
atomic weapons programs. 

The project began after North 
Korea promised to freeze and 
eventually dismantle its suspect- 
ed nuclear weapons facilities in a 
1994 deal with the United States. 
Hundreds of workers, mostly from 
South Korea, have been working to 
build the reactors. The project is 
about one-third complete. 

The tit-for-tat came as North 
Korea and the United States vied for 
leverage ahead of six-nation talks 
being arranged by China to resolve 
the yearlong dispute over the North’s 
nuclear weapons ambitions, (ap)

NOUAKCHOTT, MAURITANIA I Police 
arrested the leading opposition 
candidate Thursday, holding him for 
five hours on the eve of a presiden- 
tial vote some hoped would be the 
first democratic transfer of power in 
this northwest African nation.

RIYADH, SAUDI ARABIA I TwO suspect- 
ed militants blew themselves up in 
the holy city Mecca to avoid arrest 
Thursday, hours after a third sus- 
pect was killed in a shootout with 
security forces in the capital Riyadh, 
Saudi officials said. 

It was the second day of con- 
frontations this week between 
the militants and police and the 
latest clash in a nationwide secu- 
rity crackdown set off by suicide 
car bombings May 12 on Western 
compounds in Riyadh. About 600 


suspects believed linked to al Qaeda 
have been arrested since the attacks, 
which killed 35 people. 

The latest clashes come during 
Ramadan, the most sacred period 
for Muslims. Muslims believe God 
began revealing their holy book, the 
Quran, to the Prophet Muhammad 
during Ramadan 1,400 years ago.

Iran Loses Court Battle Against U.S. 


THE HAGUE, NETHERLANDS I The 
United States was wrong to destroy 
three of Iran’s oil platforms during 
the Iran-Iraq war of the 1980s, but 
doesn’t need to pay damages, the 
World Court ruled Thursday. 

The first oil platform was 
destroyed by the U.S. Navy on Oct. 
19, 1987, in retaliation for an Iranian 
missile strike on a U.S.-flagged oil 
tanker that injured 18 crewmen. The 
United States destroyed two more 


platforms in 1988 after a sea mine 
in the Persian Gulf injured 10 crew- 
men aboard a U.S. frigate. 

The United States argued the 
actions were in self-defense because 
Iran was threatening U.S. com- 
merce in the Persian Gulf during 
the 1980-1988 conflict. The court 
ruled that Washington doesn’t need 
to pay damages because the coun- 
tries had suspended trade relations

As legal troubles swirl, Bryant adopts a more complex public persona 


CELEBRITY I Kobe Bryant built an 
image on and off the court as clean- 
cut and well-mannered and quickly 
became a role model who earned 
millions in endorsements. 

As his eighth and most scru- 
tinized NBA season begins, he is 
expressing himself in ways fans 
and teammates hadn’t seen.

The changes to Bryant’s appear- 
ance and persona came during a tur- 
moil-filled offseason, when he was 
charged with sexually assaulting a 
19 -year-old woman in Colorado. 

Teammates say they don’t know 
whether Bryant’s new image is relat- 


ed to his legal trouble or just part of 
growing into adulthood for a player 
who entered the NBA straight out 
of high school. 

Derek Fisher, a rookie with 
Bryant in 1996, sees the tattoos as 
a way for Bryant to assert himself 
outside the tightly controlled world 
in which he lives. 

“I think he also wants to let peo- 
ple know that he is an adult, that he 
can make his own choices and people 
have to respect that,” Fisher said. 

Bryant’s tattoos on his right arm 
extend from his shoulder to the 
elbow: a crown, his wife Vanessa’s 
name, a halo and angel wings above 
Psalm XXVII. His daughter Natalia 
Diamante’s name is in script inside 
his lower left arm. 

“This is a crown for my queen,” 


he has said of his wife. “She’s my 
angel. She’s a blessing to me ....” 

He has worn an earring in the 
past, but his current one is so big his 
earlobe practically droops, and it’s 
comparable to the $4 million dia- 
mond ring he gave his wife shortly 
after he was charged in Colorado. 

Bryant was raised in a reli- 
gious, upper middle- class house- 
hold in Italy and later in subur- 
ban Philadelphia. He’s always 
been polite and respectful, quali- 
ties that worked against him in an 
unsuccessful venture into rap music 
a few years ago with lyrics that were 
considered too clean. 

His longtime position as a role 
model and product pitchman worth 
millions in endorsements hasn’t 
allowed him room for much indi-

vidual growth, his teammates and 
marketing experts say. 

“He’s growing up,” said Michael 
Sands, a media and marketing con- 
sultant in Los Angeles. “He’s learn- 
ing to be his own person by not being 
emotionally tied to his parents.” 

Since his arrest in July, Bryant 
has frequently cited God as one 
of his guiding principles. He has 
recited some of the words of the 
scriptures inscribed on his arm, 
among them the Psalm of David, 
which reads in part: “Teach me 
Your way, O Lord, And lead me in 
a smooth path, because of my ene- 
mies. Do not deliver me to the will of 
my adversaries; For false witnesses 
have risen against me.” 

Despite his new look and recent 
troubles, Bryant doesn’t seem to have 
lost much support among longtime 
Lakers fans. 

“He seems like regular old Kobe,” 
said Ricky Vieira, 24, who wore 
Bryant’s No. 8 jersey during a recent 
Lakers game. “I’m still a Kobe fan 
even though he’s got all that drama 
going on.” beth Harris (ap)

Man in Tights 

Will Ferrell as Santa’s biggest helper makes ‘Elf an early holiday gift 


FILM I Buddy the Elf, a thirtysome- 
thing man who’s enjoyed a blissfully 
naive existence cobbling toys at the 
North Pole, craves sugar. 

He covers a plate of pasta with 
jelly beans. Pop Tart pieces and 
maple syrup, and that’s just his 
breakfast. 

“Elf” director Jon Favreau goes 
easier on the sweet stuff, however. 
The “Swingers” director has made a 
Christmas movie that’s almost edgy. 
And as Buddy, Will Ferrell brings 
a boundless boyish enthusiasm to 
the role that’s infectious. 

It’s a joy to watch Ferrell in 
action — and he’s constantly in 


action, thanks to his perpetual 
sugar rush — because he seems to 
have genuine affection for this char- 
acter. He plays Buddy like an inno- 
cent kid stuck inside a man’s body, 
and he makes you want to protect 
him from the Scrooges outside the 
walls of Santa’s workshop. 

“Elf” begins with a flash- 
back, narrated by Papa Elf (Bob 
Newhart), which explains how 
Buddy sneaked into Santa’s toy 
sack as an orphaned infant on 
Christmas Eve. Santa (a wonder- 
fully unjolly Ed Asner) decides the 
boy should stay, and the elves raise 
him as one of their own. 


After a lifetime of crouching 
through tiny elfin doorways and 
squatting on tiny elfin chairs. 
Buddy is shocked to learn that 
he’s a grown man with a father in 
New York City who doesn’t know he 
exists. So he sets out to find Walter 
(James Caan), even though the cal- 
lous children’s-book publisher is on 
the naughty list. 

David Berenbaum’s script real- 
ly picks up, and the best sight gags 


and jokes come after Buddy hits 
Manhattan. He bounces through 
the city in his uniform, spinning 
through revolving doors and wav- 
ing at hardened New Yorkers. 

As an egomaniacal children’s 
book author — a dwarf whom 
Buddy mistakes for an elf — Peter 
Dinklage seizes the scene he’s in 
and doesn’t let go. It would have 
been a disarming performance 
anyway, but it’s especially forceful 
compared to the quiet dignity he 
brought this year to his starring 
role in “The Station Agent.” 

Sure, “Elf” feels a little too 
feel-good at the end, but what 
do you expect? It’s a Christmas 
movie! Anything else would be 
the cinematic equivalent of find- 
ing coal in your stocking. /SH

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Bad News 


FILM I “Shattered Glass” spins a 
fairly compelling dramatization 
of the journalistic scam perpe- 
trated by Stephen Glass at The 
New Republic, the magazine that 
fired him after learning he fabri- 
cated stories. 

Unfortunately for people inter- 
ested in what made Glass tick, the 
film is mainly surface detail, with 
no insight into why he passed off 
fiction as journalism. 

Hayden Christensen stars as 
Glass, a prodigy who dazzles his edi- 
tors and associates with a seemingly 
bottomless well of fascinating story 
pitches and colorful sources. 

Glass should be the wunder- 


kind his confederates love to hate 
for perpetually outshining them, yet 
his fawning, self-effacing manner 
ingratiates him with everyone in 
the office, including fellow report- 
ers Caitlin Avey (Chloe Sevigny) and 
Amy Brand (Melanie Lynskey). 

He defuses potential criticism by 
rushing to condemn his work before 
anyone else can. At the first sign 
of disapproval. Glass blurts out 
the puppy- dog mantra, “Are you 
mad at me?” 

The first hint of trouble comes 
when editor Michael Kelly (Hank 
Azaria) receives a call questioning 
facts in one of Glass’s signature piec- 
es — about party animals at a con- 


servative political convention. 

After Kelly is fired, reporter 
Chuck Lane (Peter Sarsgaard) takes 
over amid blatant hostility from his 
staff Lane ends up presiding over 
the Glass debacle, which erupts 
from an article about a computer 
hacker who signs a million- dollar 
payday with a software company 
he victimized. 

Lane learns to his horror that 
Glass fabricated people, places 
and events on that article and two 
dozen others. 

“Shattered Glass” captures 
a sense of the nobility that can 
characterize the much-maligned 
profession even in defeat. Lane’s 
dogged pursuit of the truth, his 
desire to clean up his own house, 
and the bond that supplants discord 
between him and his staff make for 
a heroic journey of its own jjSIk

M U S I C I “Let me sing a song for you, 
that’s never been sung before,” Ryan 
Adams bawls in the opening track 
of his latest album, “Rock N Roll” 
(Lost Highway). 

It’s almost an ironic start for a 
record so dense with classic rock ’n’ 
roll. On the other hand, the phrase 
couldn’t be more apt since Adams’s 
fourth solo release cranks out the 
kind of great power-chord-and-feed- 
back rock that music fans haven’t 
heard in too long. 

The 14 tracks on “Rock N Roll” 
are designed to be played loudly 
from jukeboxes in grungy bars.

From the blues rifling on “Shallow” 
to the rollicking “1974,” the album 
never loses its diesel-fueled drive. 

Adams’s latest songs are less 
introspective than his previous 


works, but he still turns a mean- 
ingful, humorous phrase. When he 
sings, “Note to self: don’t change for 
anyone/ Don’t change, just lie” on 
“Note to Self: Don’t Die,” you can 
almost hear the smirk. 

The most intense track has to 
be “The Drug’s Not Working,” a 
rough-and-tumble ode to two of 
rock’s favorite topics — drugs and 
girls. The song begins with a dirty, 
simmering guitar riff, builds to a 
sweaty crescendo and ends in an 
echoing lament to coming down. 

Fans of Adams’s earlier folk- 
and country-influenced music 
may be sad to hear that the record 
is harmonica- and banjo -free, but 
“Rock N Roll” is just that.

Belly of the . 

Beast 


The story of a real 
crime realistically 
offers no answers 

FILM I “Elephant” is director Gus 
Van Sant’s depiction of a seem- 
ingly ordinary day at a seemingly 
ordinary high school. But during 
its climax — when two camou- 
flage-clad students walk around 
campus, killing their classmates 
one by one — it’s impossible not 
to think of what happened dur- 
ing an extraordinary day in 1999 
at Columbine High School. 

The film, which was a surprise 
winner of the Palme d’Or at this 
year’s Cannes Film Festival, is so 
similar to the events of that day and 
so graphic, it could be seen as an 
attempt to exploit the shootings for 
entertainment or shock value. 

But Van Sant seems less inter- 
ested in pointing fingers than in 
letting the events of the day play 
out; he challenges us to interpret 
answers for ourselves. 

And there are no easy answers. 
Alex (Alex Frost) and Eric (Eric 
Deulen) seem to be misfits. The 
popular kids tease them. They’re 
into guns, they play violent video 
games and watch a TV show about 


Hitler. Before going on their shoot- 
ing spree, they share a tentative kiss. 
All of this — or none of it — could 
have driven them to kill. 

Van Sant also challenges us 
simply to pay attention. With long 
tracking shots, he follows several 
students as they walk across cam- 
pus, through the halls, into class- 
rooms, into the bathrooms. The 
“actors” are actual students who 
helped write the script, which was 
largely improvised and consists 
of long stretches of silence. Van 
Sant lulls us with the rhythms of 
routine. 

Eli (Elias McConnell) develops 
pictures for his photography class. 
The popular couple, Carrie (Carrie 
Finklea) and Nathan (Nathan 
Tyson), sign out to have lunch off- 
campus. Brittany, Jordan and Nicole 
(Brittany Mountain, Jordan Taylor 
and Nicole George) make plans to 
go shopping before stopping in the 
girls’ bathroom to make themselves 
throw up. 

That bulimia scene is so very 
“Heathers” — a movie that sati- 
rized teen angst and high school 
terrorism in 1989 — and which 
today would have really seemed 
exploitative. “Elephant” 
doesn’t, christy lemire (ap)

Elizabeth Smart, Jessica Lynch and 
Britney Spears are the Powerpuff Girls 
ofourfevered media moment — there’s 
the tough one, the pretty one and the 
smart one. 

The TV movie THE ELIZABETH SMART 
STORY (Sun., 9 p.m., CBS) offers little new 
information about the case and about 
the lost months of Elizabeth’s captivity;

TIPS I Isn’t it annoying when you 
attempt a simple home improve- 
ment task like hanging a picture 
and it becomes a struggle? You 
measure to center the hook, you 
measure the wire on the back of 
the picture so that the height will 
be just right and when you go to 
hang it, you simply can’t find the 
tip of the hook. 


The answer is an everyday drink- 
ing straw. Cut it in half or leave it 
intact — the bigger the picture, the 
longer the straw must be. Place the 
straw over the end of the picture 
hook. It will extend the line of the 
hook to a point above the picture 
frame for fool-proof hanging. 

Here are a few other tips to make 
your home life easier: 


A homemade vacuum-sealing 
device 

If you watch television atall, you’ve 
probably seen one of those infomer- 
cials where they sell the latest and 
greatest vacuum-seal machine. You 
buy food in quantity to save money 
and then takethe big package home 
and distribute it into smaller vacu- 


um-sealed freezer bags. Well, they do 



To makea vacuum-sealed bag, all you 
need is a plastic bag and a vacuum. 


And, they really are good machines. 
But, when you consider its cost, and 
the expensive storage bags thatthey 
wantto sell to you, you realize you 
could end up spending more than if 
you purchased smaller quantities — 
individually wrapped — directly ^ 
from the butcher. 

Weare notagainstvac- 
uum sealing anything from 
sweaters to food. But we are in 
favor of not wasting money. Here’s 
what we’ve discovered; you already 
own a vacuum-sealing machine — it’s 
your vacuum cleaner. To vacuum-pack 
food, clothing or camping supplies do 
thefollowing: 

Put whatever you wantto store into 
a high-quality plastic (food or cloth- 
ing) storage bag. 

Place the mouth of the bag around 
thetip of your vacuum cleaner hose 
and turn on the vacuum. 


When all oftheair has been 
sucked out of the bag, twist it several 
times, fold atthetwistand usetapeor 
a rubber band to maintain the bend. 

This procedure will guarantee an 
airtight seal — and freshness. 

Bungee cords 

There are few things more frustrating 
than goingto yourworkshopto look 
for something and discovering that, 
between that moment and the last 
time you were there, someone jumbled 
thething you now need — be it string, 
rope, rubber bands or bungee cords 
— into a knotted mess. 

We have a solution — pipe or tub- 
ing. We suggesta lighter material like 
plastic, but any kind of pipe will do. 
Cut the piece a little longer than the 
cords you wantto store. Then all you 
have to do is hookthe bungee to one 
end ofthe pipe, stretch itslightly and 
hookthe bungeeovertheotherend of 
the pipe. 

Cut as many pipes as you have 
bungeecords. The diameter of the 
pipe can vary according to your needs. 

String and twine are easy too. Cut 
the letter “H” outof a piece of card- 
board, plastic orthin plywood. Wrap 


yourstring ortwinearound 



Store your bungee cords on pieces of 
pipe for emergency access.

Is AOLs mission the same as it was 
several years ago, to be as ubiqui- 
tous as TV? 

The Internet will certainly 
become not only ubiquitous, in the 
sense of percentage of connected 
households, but also part of lives 
in ways TV isn’t, through connect- 
ed devices such as cell phones with 
browsers, etc. 

I know that online advertising is 
bread-and-butter for AOL, but with 
the influx of complaints and out- 
rage over junk e-mail and pop-up 
ads, how can you justify the ads 
that appear spontaneously on AOL 
browsers and ALWAYS when we 
try to sign off? 

We’ve done a lot in this area. 
We’ve reduced overall popups by 
more than 50 percent.
